A third category of material to be considered la that of 
public statement*, epeeehee of officials, reports of meetings, 
and simila r works. To be sure, an occasional speech by a public 
leader, amah as Winston Churchill, la a literary effort which 
will subeequmitly appeer la a compilation of his public addressee; 
but these ap ee oh es are delivered on publie occasions and are 
reproduced la the press, and It is obvious t! *t their public re- 
petition la expected, then thar* sppea re to be no question that 
wa are perfectly free to reprodmoe the material. 

finally, there is a small group of material consisting 
of creative literary works of value, suoh as the writing of apo- 
dal co rr esp on de nts, syndicated columnists, and similar efforts. 
The general philosophy la to protect eooMBtatora, columnists, 
and the like aa the authors of literary works. This is particu- 
larly true among the countries of the Born Convention, is a re- 
suit, the taking of this category of work might will be considered 
a violation of the copyright. 

In considering these categories, Mr. Fisher considered 
tbe possibility of paraphrasing all of this mater ial. This idea 
ha rejected, as it would destroy everything which ■■is seek- 
ing to achieve, namely, the verbatim reproduction of this niter- 
STATINTL ial. His ne xt thou ght was to limit the circulation draatieally, 

and establishMB strictly aa as intelligence service to a li- 
mited clientele. In this way, vary few people would know about 
it. It would have a high priority connected with the security 
of the ttaited States, and the damages, if any suit ware brought, 
would be extremely limited. Thus we would be able to reduce the 
business risk. Under the present circulation, it should be real- 
ised that CIA baa, in affect, become a p ubl i sher , and must bear 
the burdens that any other publisher must bear. 

Mr. fisher than turned his thoughts to possible legisla- 
tion which might serve to protect ua. Be has rejected this me- 
thod, aa it would seam that our present distribution la too wide, 
and we oould not get legislative protection for so broad a cir- 
culation. If we narrow the circulation, he feels that we w*~n 
not need the legislative protection. 

Realising, therefore, that legislative action is not 
feasible in this ease, that to paraphrase the mterlal would 
seriously Impair tbe effectiveness of the publication, and that 
it would be desirable not to limit the circulation if it could 
be avoided, Mr. Fisher recommended tint wa carefully analyse 
the incoming flow of material whioh la ultimately published by 
ua. This analysis should continue for several weeks, if not 
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aoeths. He feels that such an analysis would probably show that 
feur-flfths of the aaterlal published would probably be clear. 

Of the rmnslnlng one-fifth, sew of the touchiest aaterlal could 
be paraphrased, sad sobs selective judgment Mold be eanrelsed 
whan It Is desired to publish material of literary value — 
material which we know is actually protected bgr copyright, par- 
ticularly syndicated works, or the writings of eomantators. 

In these works. It night conceivably be possible to secure sqm 
parlor approval. ttudmr any condition. It should be pulled out of 
the public edition which goes to the press and to the libraries. 


»ader the above systeia, Kr. Fisher felt that the busi- 
ness risk was materially decreased to a point where iiiaass- 
gllg lb le one. At a further protection, the giving of credit on 
each Item, as Is presently dene, is extremely important and 
helpful. 


Finally, In considering the question of unfair competi- 
tion, Mr. Fisher concluded with the thought that the A.F. caeos 
would not, la all probability, be followed In a type of work 
such as ours, s ince In these cases there was a Fteal for commer- 
cial profit without credit being given.
